MEETS DEATH^BV 
ACCIDENT AV WILMOT 

"Ihe entire village, of Wilmot was 
saddened when on Thursday of last 
week there occurred in its midst an 
accident that resulted in the death of 
one of its most esteemed young men of 
the town. The victim of the accident 
was Lloyd Vaughn a young man twen- 
tyrtwo years of age who was employed 
in the hardware store of Mr. Morgan.

man had gone into the back yard to ex-, ■"0^35 LeetS .lellS PollCe Of 
amine the accetylene ligliUng tank but i 
upo.i hearing the phone ring he reen-! 
tered the store to answer the call which j 
he found to be a longdistonce summons 
for his employer, , Stepping to the door I 
he called Mr. Morgan and at the same ' 
time remarked that he would attend to 
the fixing of the tank. Mr. Morgan 
started'^to-^tho phone but before he 
reached it he heard an explosion. 
Hushing back to the yard he beheld 
young Vaughn prostrate on the ground 
offering from What proved to be- a 
fatal injury on his head. It is suppos- 
ed that it was inflicted by a part of the 
tank which was hurled with force 
agoinst him. Although medical aid 
was hastily summoned theyoung man 
lived but. two or three hour? after the 
accident." V 

The cause of the 'explosion ia un- 
known as the systeni had been consid- 
ered perfectly safe, but many ar*i of 
the opinion that perhaps he may have 
lit a match in order to see in some part 
of the work. 

The. deceased was a highly esteemed 
young man and was the only child of 
his parents who were former residents 
of Burlington but had moved to vWIImut 
about three years ago when Mr. Vaughn 
purchased the Wilmot drug store. The 
remains were buried at Burlington. The 
parents have the sympathy of the en- 
tire community.

On seeing 
the goods within they ordered the ped- 
dler to run down the road and not ,to 
stop until he had gotten out of sight.

He went back to Rondout later and 
reported the loss. ' There he was met 
by Special Officer Meyers of the E. J. 
and E, road who spent sometime in 
trying to locate the men who had com- 
mitted the robbery. It is thought that 
they, took a train for Chicago. Mr. 
Meyer took the man to Waukegan 
where' a formal complaint was made 
with the county ofiicials.

Indications' Are That Severe Crisie May 

Reached In the Milk Situation in a 

Short Time 



Retail milk dealers Tuesday denied 
that they are in collusion with the 
farmers In the Chicago dairy district to 
boost the retail price of mtlk. Johnnton 
R. Bowman, president of the Bowman 
Dairy company . announced that there 
will be no increase in the retail price, 
so far as his company m concerned. 

That there wiU be a warm fight be- 
tween the retail dealers and the farm- 
ers who are members of the Milk Pro- 
ducers' Biaoclation over the price of 
$2 o hundred pounds recently fixed by 
the association wad indicated by the 
contract price scales issued during the 
day by the Borden's Condensed Milk 
company and other retail dealers. !t 
became evident that the Chicago re- 
tailers are preparing to resist to the 
limit the increase in the wholesale price 
demanded. by the farmers. 

The campaign of milk buyers seeking 
winter contracts opened in Elgin dur- 
ing thp day. Producers and retailers 
were an average of 21 2-3 cents apart 
Several dairy companies, headed by the 
Borden company, flatly refused to pay 
$2 a hundred pounds demanded by the 
farmers* association. The Borden 
company only bid an average of S1.87i. 
'^hts price. scalA per lOO.poundaJor the 
supply IS October. $1.85: .November, 
$1.05; December, 5f.95; January, SI. 95; 
February. $1 85; March, $1,75. This is 
slightly higher than last winter's con- 
tract pricea.

SALARY RAISED 

The salaries in three of the county 
ofilcea were raised by the Lake County 
Boari of Supervisors Tuesday after 
noon in their regular aeaalon and while 
an efi'ort to have them raised even 
more than they were failed they have 
to their credit as a result of the recom- 
mendation of the committee in charge 
a boost of $300 over the past year. 

The offices affected by the raise are: 

County Clerk from $2,500 to $2,800. 

CountyTreasurer from$2,500 to$2,800. 

Ccunty Sheriff from $1,700 to $2,000. 

The salaries recommended and passed 
for the other officers were as follows: 

County Judge, $2,500. 

County Superintendent of Schools,' 
$2,000. 

• Deputy Sheriff, $900. 
, Supervisor Jas. Welch of Waukegan, 
when the matter was called to a vote 
rose and made an amendment to the 
recommendation of the committee to 
the effect that the Clerk's and Treas- 
urers salary be made $3,000. 

'*! believe that the duties of these 
officers call for the maximum salary 
permitted by the law," Mr. Welchfjud. 
"The law requires that in a countywllh 
60,000 inhabitanU there be a clerk of 
the county county court and a county 
clerk, to be filled by different men. At 
the present time we have a population 
of 55,000 and I do not believe there is 
notanother county in the state with the 
exception of one where the work is as 
heavy as it is here. For this reoson in 
regards to the County Clerk I make 
this amendment.

-worn and tlmoBtalned ancestors to 
Redmond Wrandall. and, with others 
of Its kind, looked with no little scorn 
upon the modern, mushroom struc- 
tures tl^at sprouted from the seeds of 
trade. There was no friendship be- ^ 
tweeu tho old and the new. Each b a/ 
recourse to a bitter contempt for IS^* 
other, though consolation was sm 
In comparison. 

It was in the wooded by-ways of.tKls 
despised domain that Challls V^ran- 
dall and Sara, the earthly daug)hter of 
Midas, met and loved and deilled all 
things supernal, for matches aro 
mado In heaven. Their marriage did 
not open tho gates of Nineveh. Sebua- 
tlnn Gooch'e paradise was more com- 
pletely ostracised than It v/as before 
the disaster. The Wrandalls spoke of 
It as a dlsaatc/. 

Clearly the old merchant was not 
over-pleased with' his daughter's 
choice, a conclusion iHjrmanently es- 
tablished by the alteration ho mado 
In bis win a year or two after tho mar- 
riage.

So Impressed was CnalUs by tho far- 
sightedness of his father-in-law that 
ho forthwith sat him down and mado 
a will of his own.' He would not havb 
It said that Sara's father did a whil 
better by her than ho would do. Ha 
left everything ho posaeBsed to his 
wife, but put no string to it, blandly 
implying that all danger would bo 
past when sho camq_ Into poaBesBlon.

Rotted In Navy Yard. 



PhiIadoIphIa.-^uflt a little more 
Umo ono hundred years ago the steam 
navy of the United States had Its ma- 
terial beginning. On that: day, June 
20, .1814^ for the eamo reason, the 
Bteam navies of the entire world had 
their origin. Such Is our debt to the 
mechanical genius of Ilobort Fulton, 
who planned and built the epoch-mak- 
ing craft, tho Domologoa, a writer In 
the Philadelphia Inquirer says. 

Of course, as all of u^ know, steam* 
navigation waa not a novelty In 1814, 
but tho vessols so propelled were craft 
of peace and limited their routes to 
tho^ protected waters of rivers. Pul- 
ton's Domologoa woa designed to with. 
Btand tho heaviest blows that the big- 
gest flghting ship nnoat could bring to 
bear, and, at tho same time, the craft 
waa to navigate tho open sea' without 
drawing her motive power from tho 
free winds of the heavens, nemember, 
we were then in the throes of our 
war with England, and It was Fulton's 
desire to build a ship that would bo 
ablo to make our harbors unassail- 
able while having the power to destroy 
v.-hole squadrons of tho foe. Rather an 
ombltlouB scheme, no doubt, but somo- 
thlng that might have been proved en- 
tirely prncUcable had tho Demologoa 
ever had a chance to measure her 
forces against those of the foe. 
Fulton's Floatino Battery. 
Toward the close of 1813 Fulton laid 
before tho president of the United 
States plans for a war steamer .or 
floating battery. Strange to say, know- 
ing how Inventors are commonly treat- 
ed today, his extraordinary project was 
favorably received, and In March of 
tho year following congress authorized 
tho building and equipping of "one or 
mortvHoatIng batteries for tho defense 
of tho waters of tho United States." 
The ppmologos. or, as she was after- 
ward offlclaily known, Uie Fulton, waa 
begun on tho 20th of June, 1814, by 
tho laying of her keels at the shipyard 
of Adam & Noah Brown In tho city of 
New York. The/ craft had two keels 
because she really was given two hulls. 
Fulton used a single paddle wheel and 
ho wanted to 'place this vital part of 
bis propulsive mechanism whore It 
could not be reached by an enemy's 
cannon balls. , 

Notwitirstanding many dlfflcuUIes 
duo to the existing war with Great 
Britain, tho t^ilton was launched on 
the 29ih of October, 1814, and tho oc- 
casion was oho of national rejoicing 
and much local ceremony. To tho aver- 
ago eye the body of thd craft appeared 
bulky and unwieldy, but no less an 
authority than Capt. David Porter said: 
"I would not alter her It It wore In my 
power to do so." 
The BloQett Steamer Then Afloat. 
•The Fulton had a length of 150 feet; 
a breadth of 66 feet and a tonnogo of 
2,476. and at that time was hundreds 
of tons bigger than the largest steamer 
of i tho day afloat. Difficulty was ex- 
perienced In obtaining suitable guna 
for her armament. A goodly number 
of her cannon came from Philadelphia, 
and In order to escape possible cap* 
ture J)y British ships 20 of those weap- 
ons wore transported overland upon 
the mIry roads of, Now Jersey. They 
woro dragged by horses. 

Unfortunately. Fulton's untimely 
death on tho 24th of Fobruory, 1815, 
prevented him from seeing tho com- 
pletion of tho Bhlp, and. too. hIa do* 
mlao llkowlBO delayed her flolshlng. 
However, her engines wore mac^o 
ready by the last of Juno and by a 
happy coinctdanco Bhe waa taken out 



for a trial run on Independence day. 
According to tho old account^, "Sho 
made .a trip to the ocean eastward 
of Sandy Hook and back again, a dis- 
tance of 53 milea. In (*lght hours ami 
twenty ralnutea. without the aid of 
Balls, the wind and tide being partly 
favorable and partly against her, the 
balance rather In her favor." 

Later, on the 11th of September, 
with all of her guns on board and 
carrying a considerable quantity of 
ammunlUon, the Fulton made another 
trial trip, during which she flrcd off 
her cannon succeBsfully and without 
tho slightest Injury to the craft or to 
her machinery. It Is said that her per- 
formance more than equaled Fulton's 
expectations,- and that she actually ex- 
ceeded what he had prpmlsed the gov- 
ernment—that Is, that she should bo 
able to make under steam from three 
to four miles an hour. 

Blew Up at Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
Inasmuch as tho war with England 
had been ended, the Fulton had no 
chanco to show what she could do In 
action, and the:government authorities 
assigned her to tho Brooklyn navy yard 
to serve aa receiving ship for the sta- 
tion. There she lay qulctfly rotting 
away and . Inactive until tho fateful 
4th of June. 1820. when the ppwder in 
her magazine— about two and a half 
barrels— blew up. killing 24 and wound- 
ing 19 of her people while Incidentally 
wrecking the historic craft. Not until 
six years later was any effort made 
to build another steam vessel for tho 
United States navy. 

In June, 1835. the secretary' of the 
navy discovered that congress, back In 
1816, had provided money for the con- 
struction of a steam vessel and stops 
were at once taken to profit by that 
appropriation. 

The ship ordered was later known as 
tho U. S. S. Fulton (second), but there 
was no one In tho navy capable of de- 
signing the necessary engines, and It 
was not until the first half of 1836 that 
a man of auClclent skill was found In 
.Charles II. Haswell, the memorable 
father of the engineer corps of our 
flghting fleet. So well did Mr. Haswell 
do his work that the U. S. S. Fulton, 
launched May 18, 1837. was ablo to 
make about fifteen miles an hour In 
smooth water. Following the Fulton 
wo .built two much larger side wheel 
frigates, tho Mlsslsalppi and Missouri, 
profiting ^by what Mr. Haswell had 
shown possible in the earlier craft The 
Mlsslaslppl was built In Philadelphia 
and the Missouri In Now York, and 
both ships turned out to ho yery fine 
specimens of the steam propelled man- 
o'«war. 

But Bide wheels were a handicap 
when ships were under sail alone, for 
then these big wheels had to be 
dragged, through the water, and, be- 
sides, they were very much exposed 
not only to the violence of stormy seas, 
but to tho possible attack of an on- 
emy'a. shot. The engineering revolu- 
tion which ^vas to overcome these 
drawbacks was effected by that nota- 
blo Swedish genius, the late Capt, John 
Ericsson, and this time, the city ot 
Philadelphia was to be tho birthplace 
of probably ono of the most startling 
changes In warship propulsion— a 
change that has. persisted to this very 
day for sound mechanical and military 
reasons. 

Erlciaon'a Screw Prppelled Craft 
Ericsson' had demonstrated while In 
England In 1836 tho posalbllltleB of 
Hcrow propulsion, but the august dig- 
nitaries of the. British admiralty pooh- 
poohed hla measure by patronizing In- 
dulgence. HIb only real encourage 
ment came from Americans, and 
among theso was Capt Robert S. 
Stockton of tho United States navy, 
then temporarily In London. Captain 
Stockton persuaded. Ericsson to follow 
him back to America, and In 1841 In- 
duced tho navy department to build a 
scrow propelled ship of war. This vea- 
Bol waa the original U. S. S. Princeton. 
Apart from this novelty tho Prince- 
ton was unique- In the typo of englncB 
with which she waa equipped, also duo 
to tlio engineering skill of Ericsson. 
By reason of his cunning It was made 
possible for the first time to put tho 
ent;.re propelling mechanism below the 
water line and beyond th1) reach of an 
enemy's shot and shell. In addition 
to this, the screw propeller vfas not 
the same drag upon thp ship when un- 
der canvaa aa were the older side 
wheels, and later It was found possible 
to disconnect the propeller from tho 
engines and leavo It to revolvo easily 
with bUU letiB resistance to progreBS. 
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On the same ship Ericsson had In* 
stalled a large. gun of his design, and 
that Buccosaful weapon may quite Just- 
ly bo said to' have paved the way for 
tho formidable, cannon with which his 
wonder Monitor was equipped for her 
memorable fight with tho Confederate 
ram and armed battery, the modified 
frigate Merrlmac. 

Parent of Modern Dreadnaught 
In the Monitor which Ericsson gave 
us In the hour of greatest national 
peril he produced more than he prob- 
ably then realized. For it Is unques- 
tionably from the Monitor, with Its 
heavily armored sides and turrets, that 
the modern dreadnaught In general . 
principle has evolved. The main dif- 
ference today llf 8 In the fact that we 
have virtually built about the essen- 
tials of Ericsson's Monitor, with Its 
battery of big guns, a higher ship- 
shaped 'structure for tho purpose of 
getting greater seaworthiness and 
speed and much more habltahlo ac- 
commodations for the present com- 
plement of 1,000 men and more. 

Tho advent of the steel ship with us 
In Iho early '80s started us anew In 
the upbuilding of our flghting fleet, 
which had sadly dwindled during the 
period following the Civil war. The 
story of the new navy is something 
with which wo are all pretty familiar, 
and yet It has grown in fact from the 
start Fulton gave us In 1814 by the 
laying of the keels of the craft^ he 
dubbed the Demologoa. ' Just fancy 
the contrast between that strange vtsa- 
sel of 2,475 tons and a speed of four 
miles and a modern dreadnaught like 
the Texas of 28,000 tons and a»apeod 
of -21 knots an hour! A hundred years 
haa transformed the ateam flghting 
ship, wlAi its more frequently used 
spread of canvas Into a seagoing bp.t- 
tlo monster depending entirely upon 
machinery and motive energ>- dug out 
of the bowels of the earth, and yet 
wUhal, capable of holding her own 
In the face of the roughest seas and 
tho worst of gales. The steam that 
Fulton showed us how to use haa bonn 
turned Into hundreda of auxiliary aerv- 
Ices on shipboard today, and through 
that energy electricity Is generated 
and the brilliancy of sunshine rivaled, 
while by virtue of the same potent 
force Its very heat Is tho agency by 
which Ice Is furnished Jacky In the 
tropica. Not only that but thla re- 
frigeration makea It possible for him 
to have fresh meats and vegetables 
month in and month out. no matter 
how far from port where the ancient 
sallorman ate "salt-horse," hardtack 
and beans.

RUSSIAN FORCES 
DRIVE BACK THE 
AUSTRIAN TROOPS 

Advices From Paris Say the Czar 
Is Complete Master in- 
East Prussia. 



HAS ENEMY SURROUNDED 



London Looks for the Surrender of 
tho Forces of Francis Joseph — 
French War Office Continues 
to Claim Victory for the 
Allies In Battle Be- 
fore Paris. 
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Austrian and German armies aggre- 
gating 1,000,000 men have been over- 
■whelmlngly defeated by Russians In 
the final assaults of a 17-day battle in 
Poland and Gallcio. Besides inflict- 
ing enormous casualties on their com- 
bined enemies the Russians trapped, 
surrounded and captured 120,000 pris- 
oners. Including about eight hundred 
officers. 

At the same time the Russians are 
reported to have driven back the Ger- 
mans in East Prussia with great 
' losses. 

Emperor William, though hurrying 
re-enforcements to his lines In East 
Prussia. Is said to have notified Aus- 
tria that he could send no more help 
to Its forces. In fact, his position In 
France Is regarded so perilous that 
he is declared to be withdrawing 
,.' /"troops from East Prussia to re-en- 
force his armies operating against the 
French and British. 

Germans Retreat Before Allies. 

Every message from the line of bat- 
tle in France shows that the armies 
of the allies are pursuing the retreat- 
ing Germans with great vigor and are 
giving them no opportunity to reform 
for an attack. 

"Undeniable victory" and "more and 
more complete" are the terms used 
by General JoIIre, the French com- 
mander-in-chief, in his messages to 
Paris and Bordeaux. 

From the latter city comes a re- 
port telegraphed to Lloyd's Weekly 
Xews that the line of communications 
used by the Germans has been cut and 
they cannot make use of the lines east 
of the Argonne forest, owing to the 
rapid advance of the allies on the 
center and right. 

They must try, continues the mes- 
sage, for the line through the Meuse 
valley and Luxembourg. 

Claim Victories for Allies. 

Victories for the allies on both tho 
left and center before Paris were re- 
ported on September 10 in official 
bulletins from the French war office. 
Nowhere along tho entire lino since 
the battle started has a reverse been 
suffered by the allied armies. 

An ofllclal communique Issued by 
the French war office said that the 
Anglo-French troops crossed the 
Marne, and after fighting battles with 
tho German's right wing at Fcrte-Sous 
Jounrre and Chateau Thierry forced 
the Germans back until the ground 
the Invaders have lost during tho 
fighting covers 40 miles. 

The allies were In pursuit of the 
enemy. During their advance many 
prisoners and a number of guns have 
been taken. 

Berlin Telle of Retirement. 

In offidlal communications Issued In 
Berlin General von Stein announced 
that tho German army, which had 
advanced across the Marne to the east 



of Paris, was heavily attacked^ by tho 
enemy between Paris, Menux and 
Moiitmorall. 

Tho fighting lasted two days. Tho 
Gonnnn army had checked tho enemy 
and had oven advanced, but stronger 
hostile columns came to tho assist- 
ance of the allies and tho enemy won 
tho battle. compolUng the German 
troops to retire. 

Fifty guns were captured by tho al- 
lies and somo thousands of men mado 
prisoners. 

Cracow Won by Russians. 

Cracow, the strongest Austrian post 
In Gallcla. and the one which ob- 
structed the advance of tho huge Rus- 
Blan center upon Broslau, Is reported 
from Petrograd to' have fallen before 
a furious attack of Russian cavalry 
and Infantry under cover of tho dis- 
astrous fire of heavy siege guns. Tho 
forts to the east and north of tho 
city wore shelled and tho city was 
occupied by the Russians. 

President's Work for Peace. 

That the administration at Washing- 
ton had In any way Interfered In the 
diplomacy of Europe In order to avert 
the titanic struggle has been kept a 
close, secret. 

The sympathetic endeavor of tho 
government of the United States to 
prevent war failed because conditions 
did not admit of success. At the samo 
time It struck a keynote for peaco of 
advantage to future steps the Wilson 
administration might deem It oppor- 
tune to take. 

The willingness of the allies to talk 
peace at this time rests upon condi- 
tions which will be so distasteful to 
Germany that the present moves are 
likely to come to nothing and be'valu- 
able only as paving the way to real 
negotiations. 

Thus Sir Edward Grey, In his reply 
communicated through Ambassador 
Page In London, declared that In order 
to obtain a lasting peace a number of 
grave questions would have to bo set- 
tled, among them compensation for 
Belgium because of the violation of 
her neutrality and tho suffering and 
losses she and her people have en- 
dured, 

Berlin Not Optimistic 

A private message from Berlin to 
Copenhagen, passed by tho German 
censor, says: * 

"The German papers evidently have 
been too optimistic as to the situation 
on the western battlefields, where 
overwhelming victories havo been 
claimed. The enthusiasm of tho news- 
papers Is not found at tho German 
military headquarters." 

This message is taken to mean that 
the world Is being prepared for the 
announcement of the retreat of the 
Germans from France. Evldenily the 
Germans do not feel qulto safe on ac- 
count of tho rapid and probably too 
extended advance to the west. 

Minister of War Mlllerand ordered 
prefects throughout France to arrest 
all men liable to military duty not al- 
ready In service. By this means the 
government expects to get at least 
200,000 more troops. 



GENERAL PROGRESS OF WAR 



Summary of tho Situation Which the 

Dispatches Have Told Up to 

This Date. 

General Galllcnl, military governor 
of Paris, received this message from 
General Jotfre on tho 14th: 

"The battle of the last five days has 
ended In an undeniable victory. The 
retreat of the first, second and third 
German armies Is hastening before 
our left, and at our center, In turn, 
the fourth German army Is commen- 
cing to fall back to the north from 
Vltry-le-Francols and from Sermalze- 
Les-Balns (In the province of Marne, 
seventeen miles east of Vltry-le-Pran- 
cola). 

"Moreover, the enemy has left upon 
the battlefield many wounded and 



qunntlttcB of munitions of war. Also 
In gaining ground wo have made 
many prisoners. 

, "Our troops show evidences of tho 
Intensity of tlio struggle and the ex- 
traordinary efforts mado by tho Ger- 
mans In their attempt to resist our vo- 
hemenco. 

"Our vigorous retaking of the offen- 
slvo has' determined tho success. Ev- 
ery ofllcer, subaltern and soldier has 
responded to ray call. All merit wall 
from the fatherland." 

The following ofllclal statement was 
issued In Paris tonight: 

"No report has been received to- 
night from general headquarters. Tho 
statements published yesterday and 
this afternoon have depleted with 
what vigor our troops are pursuing 
the Germans In their retreat 

"It Is natural that under these cir- 
cumstances general headquarters can- 
not send twice a day particulars con- 
cerning Incldenta of this pursuit, 

"All we know Is tliat the forward 
march of the allied armies continues 
all along the front, and that contact 
with the enemy Is being maintained. 

"On our left wing we have crossed 
the River Alsne." 

Amiens Is Evacuated. 
The afternoon statement referred to 
said: 

"1. On the left wing the enemy con- 
tinues his retreating movement. He 
has evacuated Amiens, falling back to 
tho eastward between Solssons and 
Rhclms. The Germans have retired 
northward from the Vesle, They havo 
not defended tho Marne to tho south- 
cast of RheimB. 

"2. At the center tho enemy, 
though It has lost Revlgny and Bra- 
bant-le-Rol, still holds the south end 
of the Forest of Argonne. 

"On our right wing the hostile 
forces which were along the Meurthe 
are beating a retreat beyond St. Die 
and Lunevllle. We have reoccupled 
Draon, LeTape, Baccarat, RemlrevUle, 
Xomeny and Pontamousson. 

"In the Belgian field of operations 
the Belgian army ho^ vigorously taken 
the offensive to tho south of Llrre." 

A dispatch to tho Exchange Tele- 
graph company from Rome edys It Is 
reported from Basel that 90,000 men 
were engaged yesterday In a nerco 
battle between Thaun and Senhclm. 
The Germans occupied the Gebweller 
Valley at the foot of the French 
VoBges. 

Both sides repeatedly charged with 
bayonets. The Germans received re- 
enforcement by armored trains. They 
are reported to be bringing hundreds 
of wounded to Basel. 

Between Blotzhelm and Slerenz, Al- 
sace, French cavalry, supported by ar- 
tillery, has annihilated two squadrons 
of German cavalry, the correspondent 
adds. AH the horses of the Invaders 
wera killed. The number of German 
troopers killed was very large. 
Germans Admit Reverse. 
The dispatches that come from Ber- 
lin admit reverses for the Germans, 
but nowhere near the extent claimed 
In the reports from tho headquarters 
of the allies. A Havas Agency dis- 
patch from Bordeaux gives the follow- 
ing communication as being signed by 
General von Stein and officially Issued 
at Berlin: 

"The news la received from head- 
quarters that the army situated cast 
of Paris which had advanced across 
tlio Mamo was attacked by a superior 
force of tho enemy proceeding from 
Paris between Meaux and Montmlrall. 
"The battle lasted two days, result- 
ing In heavy losses on both sides. The 
French troops advanced and our 
troops retreated, following by columns 
of strong, fresh French troops. 

"The situation In tho region of the 
Vosges remains without change. 

"Tho news )ia received from the 
army commanded by the crown prince 
that tho forts south of Verdun have 
been bombarded since Wednesday by 
heavy artillery." 



Paris, Sept. 16.— Tho German^ ann- 
tca which havo been In a general re- 
treat for three days, havo reformed 
for a stand ugalust tho pursuing al- 
lies. 

At n prepared position along tho 
River Alnso tho German right wlftg 
has attempted to check the victorious 
onrush of French and British troops. 

On the center, occupying tho heights 
to tho north and northeast of Rholms, 
preparations for another battle aro in 
progress. 

Eastward tho German retreat con- 
tinues, and additional gains havo been 
mado by tho French in tho Voagcs dis- 
trict 

An official statement issued by tho 
war ofllco tonight contains these lat- 
est developments. It Hays: 

"On our left wing wo havo every- 
wbero caught up wilti tho rear guards 
and oven tho main body of tho ou- 
emy. 

"Our troops havo reentered Amiens, 
abandoned by tho German forces. 

"Tho enemy appears to bo making 
a stand on a prepared front along tlio 
River Alsne. , 

"Oil the center, similarly. It would 
seem as If tho enemy intends to resist 
on tho heights to the northwest and 
to the north of Rhelms. 

"In the region between Argonne and 
the MeuRG ho continues to retire. 

"On our right wing, in the Woovro 
district, wo havo succeeded In reliev- 
ing the fort of Troyon, which has been 
B^ubbo^Dly attacked time and agalji 
during the last few days. (Troyon Is 
12 miles south southeast of Verdun.) 

"In Lorraine our pursuing, detach- 
ments are keeping, as everywhere 
else, in touch with tho Germans. 

"The morale and sanitary conditions 
of our armies continues excellent" 

It Is reported that the array of Gen- 
eral von Kluck and part of that of von 
Buelow from the torritor>- north of 
Laon Is bended for tho lino betwoen 
Glvet and Namur. General von 
IlauacuR* forces with part of the army 
of th(y prlnco of Wurtemburg Is be- 
lieved to bo retiring toward Bethel, 
while the army of Crown Prince Fred- 
crick William and that of Crown 
Prince Rupprccht of Bavaria, with tho 
troops under General Hecrlngen, aro 
retreating generally in a nortlicm di- 
rection. 



Russian Victory C;omplete. 

London, Sept. 16. — The Russian vic- 
tory In Austria against tho Auatro-Ger- 
man forces gi-ows as more complete 
reports aro received. 

Reports of Austrian disaster aro ad- 
mitted in messages from Berlin. Ger- 
re-enforcements aro being sent east 
but the bulk of them /Lfe going Into 
Prussia; a largo force being dis- 
patched to Memel, In the northern 
part of East Prussia, 

A dispatch to tho Central News 
from Rome says information received 
from Petrograd announcea that 180,- 
000 prisoners were taken by the Rus- 
Blana In the 17 days' bailie just draw- 
ing to a close. 

In addition to the prisoners, the 
Russians captured 450 field guns. 1.000 
pieces of fortress artillery, 4,000 trans- 
port wagons and seven aeroplanes. 



CITIZENS HELD AS HOSTAGES 



Town* Captured by Germans Are Noti- 
fied of the Condjtlona With Which 
They Muit Comply, 

The commanders of the German 
troops are Isauing & proclamation to 
the Inbabltants of eyery hoatllo town 
tl)ey occupy, giving seven conditions 
under which Ufa and private property 
of the citizens are guaranteed. 

The first six include the usual 



terms, Including feeding, housing ajid 
assletlng the German troops and avoid- 
ing hostile acts. 
The seventh condition says: 
"Xte mayor and clergyman and 
tour well-reputed citizens are to ap- 
pear before mo at once to net as 
hostages during the stay of the troops. 
Under these conditions— I repeat it— 
th(j lives and private property of the 
intiabltants are perfectly secure. The 
street discipline to which our soIdierB 
are accustomed renders it posBibie 
itkni no inhabitant will be compelled 



to neglect his buBlnoes affairs or to 
desert his homo and hearth. 

"On the other hand, I shall adopt 
tho most atringeni measures aa soon 
as the above conditions aro not ob- 
served. In this respect I shall hold 
fDe hostages In tho first instance ro- 
aponaible, Besides this, every clti- 
■en will bo shot who Is found with a 
weapon in bis hands or committing 
any act whatever hostile to our troops. 
Pinolly the entire city is reaponslbio 
for the deeds of every Individual citi- 
zen." Tbla was done In 1870. 



More Germans for Memel. 
Paris, Sept 16. — A Havas agency dis-

. Nantes. — In this vast war In Franco 
la diversion has been developed of far 
wrtyitcr algnlflcanco than that worked 
on tho' Gorman plan by Lloge. Llcgo 
only interrupted that plan. Just when 
it seemed certain of succoas. tho plan 
had been delinltely changed. 

Why was It changed when Paris ap- 
peared within roncli? 

After my first Journey along tho 
battle l|no I Indicated the rapid ad- 
vance of tho German right wing mov- 
ing directly on Paris through Amlons. 
Tho tunnels of Amiens wore blown up 
behind tho last train of fugltlvcH of 
whom I was one. Saturday, August 
20, tho enemy seemed IrroslHtiblo. 
Tho northwest coast of Franco n» far 
as DIoppo was in their hands. 

But even then 1 had reason to be- 
Ilovo tho allies wero favorably dis- 
posed to check that' advance. 

I was unpleasantly surprised on my 
second Journey south to nnd that at 
Beauvals, south of Amiena, I was 
nclunlly between tho French and Ger- 
man forces. 

A rapid and porlloua flight from 
there along tho German front brought 
mo to Crlel, 30 miles north of Paris. 
I found tlio British headquarters and 
center of tho allies there. That night 
September 2, tho main nrmlea were 
in contact I spoke to British sol- 
diers engaged that day at Scnlls, only 
12 miles from the Purls fortlflcatlona.* 
Big Battle Beginning. 

Paris was within sound of the Gor- 
man guns. A stupendous battlo waa 
beginning. 

Tho German forcot were beginning 
to strike as I got Into Paris. But tho 
allies were between and ranged on 
either flank of tho Germans In the 
northeasterly direction to Aumalo and 
Mezicres. 

Tho scones In Paris will never bo 
forgotten. 

Parisians could loarn nothing from 
their heavily censored press. They 
could not believe mo when I told them 
tlie English Infantry had encountered 
tho Prussian cavalry close to their 
city. There were, however, no signs 
of panic. 

Indeed, I have seen nothing of that 
sort In tho whole French war area. 
What ono saw In Paris was grief. 

Tho streets and railway stations 
became filled with weary, anxious 
fugitives. Waa thero anything on 
earth which could stop tho Germans? 

The French soldiers smiled content- 
edly when discussing the matter. It 
looked bad enough, they admitted, but 
what if the Prussians thought so, 
too? 

Driven Back Now. 
And now thero Is noC one Prussian 
BO close to Paris. They realize that 
something to their disadvantage has 
occurred and have changed their 
minds about at 3:30 a. ni. The train 
was so full of refugees that they were 
massed lu corridors propped up 
against each other asleep. I had part 
of a compartment floor to sleep on. 



KAISER PROTESTS 
AGAINST CRUELTIES 

Tendon. — Tho correspondent of tho 
Dally Mall at Uoltcrdam hao tolo-' 
graphed tho text of tho mcssafifo 8«nt 
by Kmporor WlUiam to ProBldont \Vil- 
Bon under dnto of September 4. U

"I consider It my duty, air, to Inform 
you as the most notable representative 
of tho principles of humanity that 
after tho capture oP the French fort 
of Long wy my troops found In that 
place thousands of dumdum bullets, 
which had been manufactured In spe- 
cial works by tho French government.
